Was Not Enough 
Insurance 
on 
the 
Property— Had 
2,000 
Students 
Enrolled— Steps Taken to 
Rebuild Without Delay. 


Warrensburg, Mo., March 
6.—The 


Warrensburg State 
Normal school, 


including tile* main building, the sci­ 


ence hall 
and 
the 
administration 


building, and the auditorium and do­ 


mestic arts building 
were destroyed 


by fire at 6 o'clock this morning. 


The fire was 
first 
discovered in 
the west side of the science hall and 
an alarm was given. Within a few 
minutes 
the 
flames 
had 
swept 
through the administration 
and sci­ 
ence hall building east into the main 
building, and south into the auditori­ 
um and domestic arts building. 
All of these buildings which were 
built 
in 
L-saape, 
connected 
with j 
halls, furnished the flames easy pro- i 
gress through the entire, pile. 
The 
Dockery gymnasium, the manual arts 
building and the power house, which ; 
were detached, 
were 
saved. 
These j 
three structures represent a total of 
$115 ,000. None of the buildings was 1 
used as a dormitory, all of the stu -1 
dents boarding in town. 
Sedalia and Kansas City were ask­ 
ed for aid in fighting the fire, while 
tile local department, seeing that the 
main buildings were doomed, turned 
their attention to saving the detach­ 
ed buildings. The calls to Sedalia and 
Kansas City were 
afterwards can­ 
celed.-The origin of the 
fire is un­ 
known. , 
The, buildings 
destroyed cost the 
elate approximately 
$300,000. 
The 
furnishings, equipment 
and repairs 
have cost $200,000 more, making the 
loss to the state $500,000. 
School as Usual Monday. 
While the fire was burning, Presi­ 
dent Hawkins, 
of 
the school, an­ 
nounced to 
the 
students assembled 
that school will open bs usual Mon­ 
day morning. 
At 
9 o'clock a mass 
meeting of the residents of Warrens­ 
burg assembled at the 
court house, 
where it was decided to commandeer 
every church edifice, hall 
and pub­ 
lic school building for the purpose of 
continuing the school. 
The original 
building, 
known as 
the main building of the school was 
built in 1871. 
The Missouri legisla­ 
ture 
appropriated 
$100,000 
for 
its 
construction, and Warrensburg bond­ 
ed itself for another $100,000. 
The 
city has only recently paid off its 
bonded indebtedness. The auditorium 
was built in 188f», the science hall 
and administration building iii 189c, 
the gymnasium 4n 1903 and the do­ 
mestic arts building In 1905. 
The school had 
an 
attendance of 
2,000 young men and women. 
School Records Are Destroyed. 
One severe and irreparable loss is 
the records in the president';; office. 
These include the 
students’ records 
since the organization of the school 
35 years 
ago. 
President 
Hawkins 
had been pleading for several years 
for an administration building with 
vaults, wherein 
the 
school 
records 
could be kept. and now they are for­ 
c e r gone. 
Registrar 
Hoover had 
nothing but an ordinary sized safe in 
which to keep all his records and it 
would not hold one-tenth part of all 
that was valuable. 
# The lost 
library 
contained 
more 
than 40,000 volumes, many c? which 
can not be replaced. 
“How did the State Normal build­ 
ings catch on fire?” 
This question was asked by thou­ 
sands, but there is none to answer. 
Fire seemed to break out 
in dls- 


•tant parts of the plant at the same

been smoldering arid burning before 
it was discovered? 
It was possible

The w ork of J. B. Dickinson in con­ 


verting Liberty park hall into a place 
suitable for public addresses, enter­ 


tainments or other gatherings where 
speaking 
or 
singing is included 
complete and will be given a thor­ 
ough test Monday afternoon. 
It is believed that the stringing of 
wires by Mr. Dickinson has relieved 
an existing condition there that pre­ 
vented sound being properly carried 
from the stage in the hall to certain 
parts 
of 
the 
auditorium, and at 3 
o’clock Monday afternoon an infor­ 
mal program of talks, 
music 
and 
other features will be introduced to 
make the test a most exacting one. 
The park board is desirous, as well 
as Mr. Dickinson, that as many as 
can conveniently do so be at the hall 
at this time to personally hear the 
tests and to know exactly what has 
been accomplished in improving the 
acoustics. 
Mr. Dickinson, when asked to ex­ 
plain the nature of his work in re­ 
ducing acoustic defects 
in 
auditori­ 
ums, said: 
“My system consists 
of stringing 
wires in such a way as to take up all 
surplus wave motion, which causes a 
jumble of sounds, or inharmony. 
To 
reduce the echo effect is not always 
an easy task, but I usually succeed to 
a marked degree. 
In your auditori­ 
um in Liberty park I found many dif­ 
ficulties. Just how" well I have been 
able to handle these can best be de­ 
termined when the work is finished 
Monday. 
“The average reader of newspapers 
knows little or nothing about the sci­ 
ence of acoustics. 
To describe sci­ 
entific wave motion in plain English 
would 
require 
considerable 
space. 
Suffice it to say, however, that each 
spoken word creates an air wave, the 
length depending entirely upon the 
tone or “pitch” in which it is uttered. 
The average publis 
speaker 
utters 
about 40 w ords ;.v-r minute. Each word 
produces a ^uve motion 
which 
vi­ 
brates abr .t 40,OIH) times per second. 
These -'.aves travel at the rate of 
1,186 .eet per second. 
' Electrical impulses w’hen released 
in the air, or ether, 
travel 
186,400 
miles per second, and vibrate about 
50,000 billions of times per second. 
By this means we are able to send 
signals 6,000 miles without the aid of 
wires, and with lightning speed. The

time the property is to be turned over 
to the city in excellent condition. 
The amount named in the contract 
will not be nearly the sum to be ex­

A FORMER SEDAUAN DEAD I

Mr. Robbins death occurred at Hous­ 
ton, Texas, and the funeral was held 
Thursday. 
The deceased was former 
general passenger agent for the Sun­ 
set-Central lines. 
A widow, two brothers, Mart on and 
W illiam Robbins, and 
four 
sisters, 
Mrs. W illiam Orion, of Dallas, Texas; 
Mrs. Tagger!, of Independence, Mo.; 
Mrs. W illiam Goodrich and Mrs. Mc- 
Masters, of Hannibal, 
Mo., 
survive 
him. 
Col. J. W est Goodwin writes the 
following concerning Mr. Robbins: 
For five years or more, commencing 
iii 1872, M. L. Robbins was chief clerk 
for J. D. Brown, general passenger 
agent of the M., K. & T., with head­ 
quarters in the building now' used for 
the road’s hospital in Sedalia. When 
he left here can not be very definite­ 
ly fixed, but he went to the Houston 
& Texas Central railroad as assistant 
general passenger agent, with head­ 
quarters at Houston, and later he was 
named as general passenger and tick­ 
et agent of the road. 
W hen Robbins came to* Sedalia he 
was almost a beardless youth, but lie 
was attentive to business and an en­ 
ergetic worker and made himself al­ 
most indispensible to Mr. Brown, now 
of the Erie railroad at Cleveland, O. 
Mr. Robbins returned to Sedalia in 
1878 or 1879 and married the widow 
of Bon Burley, who before her mar­ 
riage to Burley Was Miss Emma Shel­ 
ton, sister of Theodore 
and 
Henry 
Shelton. 
Since that time they have 
been living at Houston. 
Last Ju ly Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Robbins 
were in Sedalia, having just returned 
from a trip abroad in the interest of 
the health of Mr. Robbins. They only 
stayed here a few' days.

The big vessel carried 38 
cabin passengers and forty-six in the 
steerage, including a party of Amer­ 
ican doctors and nurses hurrying to 
the war zone. 
The message telling of the fire was 
received bv Lloyds from the wireless 
station at Valentia island. 
In addi­ 
tion to giving the position of the La 
Touraine, it said the steamers Itot- 
jterdam, Swanmore, Cornishman, Ara­ 
bic and others were going to her as­ 
sistance. 
The liner was operated 
by

French line and sailed 
from

York February 27 for Havre. 
The 
position given in the message is 1,200 
miles west from her port of destina­ 
tion. 
A message from Queenstown says 
that the fire is “fierce."

Tile vessel was one of six big liners 
to leave the port the same day, the 
sailings being the heaviest recorded 
for some time. 
At the local offices of the French 
line it was said no information had 
been received. 
Word, however, was 
received from abroad that

passengers and crew* were safe, but 
this

been positively con­ 
firmed. 
On board the ship were 4,494 cases 
of cartridges intended for use in the 
European war. 
The crew numbered 
approximately 200. The vessel was 
under command of Captain Caussin. 
Two wireless operators were aboard. 
Stored away in the vessel's hold 
was the ammunition, 
causing keen 
apprehension as to the vessel’s fate. 
While no record was kept as to the 
tonnage of this portion of the cargo, 
it is estimated that the ammunition 
amounted to several million rounds. 
All news of the La Touraine’s fate, 
it is thought, would have to come 
from the other side of the Atlantic. 
Tile ship was

steaming out of the harbor last Sat­ 
urday, carrying 139 rapid fire guns 
and an assortment of supplies for the 
allies, both foodstuffs and clothing. 
The La Touraine was built in 1891.

Dr. Eltzbacher’s introduction urges 
that “the food problem of Germany 
is only to be solved by a combination 
or the politician, 
farmer, 
national 
economist, 
statistician, physiologist, 
geologist and housewife.” 
Three chapters are devoted to the 
agricultural position in Germany. In:

consumption of sugar, of 
which Germany possesses a great re­ 
serve 
supply,

foods. Anxiety is expressed concern­ 
ing

adequacy of the supply of 
foodstuffs which supply the nitroge­ 
nous tissue-repairing essentials, such 
as meat and fish.

Thirty-four children were taken to 
Doctors Wheeler, Monroe, Kelly, Tits- 
worth, Long, Albers, Wills, Campbell, 
McNeil and Dr. Fletcher Carter, den­ 
tist. 
A report on all work done by 
physicians and others is accurately 
kept in the association’s official rec­ 
ords. We are aware of the good work 
done free of charge by the doctors, 
for patients unable to pay, and are 
very grateful. 
Pettis county is true to her most 
progressive ideas in w*hat she is en­ 
abled to do to eliminate tuberculosis, 
which statistics show’ is an enormous 
loss to the nation.

and city councils to employ tubercu­ 
losis visiting nurses; one to establish 
a state camp or farm for tuberculosis 
citizens of the state, and in giving 
support to several bills providing for 
sanitary conditions in the zinc and 
lead mines of the state. 
Dr. A. J. Lanza, of the federal pub 
lie 
health 
service, emphasizes the 
fact that economic loss from tuber­ 
culosis in any community is charge­ 
able to the community. It is a drain 
upon the various industries, social or­ 
ganizations and 
the individual, and 
affects in one way or another every 
industry and every social grade. 
Here in Sedalia and Pettis county 
Miss Baker 
is 
applying 
common 
sense methods in a scientific, syste­
